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Doreen Rao’s distinguished career as a 
conductor and teacher links the standards 
of professional performance with the goals 
of music education. Celebrated for her 
spirited and moving concert performances, 
Rao’s commitment to choral music is 
recognized in her worldwide conducting 
appearances, her university teaching and 
research, and her award winning 
publications. 

Awarded the University of Toronto 
Elmer Iseler Chair in Conducting, Doreen 
Rao serves as Artistic Director of the 
Centre for Advanced Studies in Choral 
Music, a university enrichment program of 
the Performance and Music Education 
Divisions. As Director of Choral 
Programs, Rao conducts the MacMillan 
Singers and the MacMillan Singers 
Chamber Choirs. She teaches advanced 
choral conducting and graduate courses in 
music education. 

During her long association with the 
Chicago Symphony Orchestra Doreen Rao 
prepared choruses for concerts, tours, and 
recorded performances that won four 
Grammy Awards and a Grand Prix du 
Disque under Sir George Solti, Margaret 
Hillis, and James Levine. She regularly 
prepared choruses for Leonard Slatkin and 
the St. Louis Symphony and Helmuth 
Rilling at the Oregon Bach Festivals. She 
was Artistic Director of the award-winning 
Glen Ellyn Children’s Chorus and is 
recognized as one of the world’s leading 
experts on children and youth choirs. 

In a pioneering career of “firsts” Rao 
has conducted honour choirs, all-state 
choirs, festival choirs, and all-world choirs 
for numerous international festivals and 
conferences. In a national tribute presented 
to her by the American Choral Directors 
Association, the eminent conductor Robert 
Shaw wrote: The world of choral music 
owes her special thanks. She is preparing 
our future. Journalist Bronwyn Drainie 
described Doreen Rao as a brilliant artist

and teacher... whose methods and 
materials could re-energize the art of 
singing in our schools. Dr. Rao is the 
recipient of numerous honours and awards 
including the Phi Mu Alpha Sinfonia 
National Citation for her significant and 
lasting contribution to the cause of 
American music. 


Founded by Doreen Rao in 1994, the 
University of Toronto MacMillan Singers 
were named to celebrate the legacy of Sir 
Emest MacMillan, an inspired performer 
and devoted teacher who influenced every 
aspect of Canada’s musical life. 

Representing the Faculty of Music in 
concerts with the Toronto Symphony 
Orchestra and the University of Toronto’s 
Bach Festivals with Maestro Helmuth 
Rilling, the young ensemble of gifted 
singers performs a wide range of culturally 
diverse and distinctive repertoire with a 
demonstrated commitment to the 
performance of contemporary choral 
music. 

Most recently the young ensemble 
won 1* Prize in the 2004 CBC National 
Choral Competition and a Special Prize for 
“the best performance of a Canadian 
work.” This season the MacMillan Singers 
perform Mendelssohn’s Symphony No. 2, 
Lobegesang (Hymn of Praise) with the 
UTSO and Stravinsky’s Nightengale with 
the Toronto Symphony Orchestra, 
conducted by Gianandrea Noseda. 


Born in the Ewe village of Dagbamete 
in the Volta Region of Ghana, Kwasi 
Dunyo has been playing the drums since he 
was barely tall enough to reach them. 
Known as the Master Drummer, Dunyo 
learned his repertoire of Ghanaian music 
when he was lead drummer in the Sankofa 
Dance Theatre in Ghana over twenty years 
ago. His style clearly expresses the and joy 
of African music. He directs, coaches, and 
teaches drumming and dancing at commu- 






nity, national and even international levels. 
Born in Philadelphia in 1946, Bill Cahn 
has performed with conductors, 
composers, ensembles, and popular artists 
sepresenting diverse musical styles - 
among them, Chet Atkins, John Cage, 
Carlos Chavez, Aaron Copland, Jimmy 
Durante, the Chuck Mangione Orchestra, 
Marian McPartland, the Marlboro Music 
Festival, Mitch Miller, Seiji Ozawa, Steve 
Reich, Doc Severensen, Leopold 
Stokowski, Igor Stravinsky, Edgard 
Varése, and the Paul Winter Consort. He 
was the principal percussionist in the 
Rochester (NY) Philharmonic Orchestra 
from 1968 to 1995, and he has appeared as 
soloist with symphony orchestras and at 
music festivals throughout the world. 

Bill’s compositions for solo and 
ensemble percussion are published by 
HoneyRock Publishing and Marimba 
Productions, Inc., and distributed 
worldwide. His works for NEXUS and 
symphony orchestra have been widely 
performed, and he has produced a number 
of compact discs, including two with 
NEXUS and Orchestra - Bill Moyers 
Narrates the Story of Percussion In the 
Orchestra (1992), and VOICES (1994) - 
and one, The Solo Percussionist (1996), 
containing his own compositions 
performed by six of the finest percussion 
artists in the world. His arrangements of 
xylophone solos from the 1920s era of 
‘novelty ragtime’ - arranged for marimba 
ensemble, with band and orchestra 
accompaniments - are also widely 
performed, 

His articles and essays on music and 
percussion have been published in music 
periodicals and he has authored three 
books on music subjects. His research into 
the history of the xylophone has led to the 
publication of his 280-page discography, 
The Xylophone In Acoustic Recordings, 
1877-1929. 

In 1985 Bill wrote and produced a 
classical music video entitled March to the 
Scaffold featuring the Rochester 























Philharmonic Orchestra. The six-minute 
video has been seen on public television in 
the U.S. and Australia, and it was featured 
on a CBS NEWS SUNDAY MORNING 
national broadcast. 

Bill has written and conducted pops 
and educational programs for symphony 
orchestras and he has created programs 
featuring percussion for public schools. He 
is active in presenting lectures and 
workshops on the subjects of careers in 
music, the business of music, and 
percussion performance. He has served as 
panelist for the American Symphony 
Orchestra League and as the artist faculty 
member in percussion at the A.S.O.L. 
National Youth Orchestra Festival, and the 
Banff Centre for the Arts. He is an artist in 
residence (1998-present) at Showa 
University of Music in Atsugi, Japan. In 
1988 he received the Rochester 
Philharmonic League FANFARE AWARD 
for his “significant contribution to music 
education in the Rochester community.” In 
1993 he and his wife, Ruth, were named 
MUSICIANS OF THE YEAR by the 
Rochester Chapter of Mu Phi Epsilon. 


Brainerd Blyden-Taylor is the Founder, 
Artistic Director and conductor of The 
Nathaniel Dett Chorale, Canada's first 
professional chamber choir dedicated to the 
creation and performance of Afrocentric 
music of all styles. Born in Trinidad & 
Tobago, Mr. Blyden-Taylor immigrated to 
Canada in 1973. He founded The Chorale 
in 1998, in response to a musical void in 
Canada; there had never before been a 
professional ensemble dedicated to the 
dissemination of Afrocentric choral music. 
The response that The Chorale has received 
in Canada and the United States since its 
inception has certainly given credence to 
Mr. Blyden-Taylor's vision. 

Mr. Blyden-Taylor works frequently 
as a guest conductor, having appeared with 
organizations such as the Toronto Sym- 
phony Orchestra, Symphony Nova Scotia, 
the Hannaford Street Silver Band, Nova

Mr. Blyden-Taylor is currently a 
member of the teaching staff at the Faculty 
of Music, University of Toronto. He is also 
a Master Teacher with the Toronto Board of 
Education, coaching teachers and students 
in conducting and choral technique. In 
constant demand as a Clinician, Adjudica- 
tor and Lecturer, engagements this season 
include the Conference on Black Musics in 





Canada - York University, Toronto; 
Canadian Rocky Mountain Festival - Banff, 
Alberta; Tempo 2003 Manitoba Music 
Conference; Minister's Conference & 
Organist and Choir Director's Guild 
Workshop - Hampton University, Virginia; 
Festival 500, Newfoundland; Vancouver 
Kiwanis Music Festival; National Associa- 
tion of Negro Musicians Conference - 
Detroit, Michigan; and Manitoba Choirfest. 
In addition Mr. Blyden-Taylor is an 
active church musician, serving currently 
as Music Director of St. Timothy's Angli- 
can Church, North Toronto. He has also 
been appointed recently as Artistic Advisor 
to the newly formed Roots Festival in the 
municipality of Chatham-Kent, Ontario.
